The World Abroad. 


SUMMARY OF LATEST FOREIGN DIS- 
PATCHES. 


Great Britain. 

Parliament re-assembled on the 6th; the Queen’s 
speech, as was to have been expected, deals prin- 
cipally with the Irish question, almost to the ex- 
clusion of everything else. After briefly reciting 
the disordered state of affairs in Ireland, which the 
ordinary powers of the law have proved inefficient 
to remedy, Her Majesty asks for additional powers 
not only for the vindic ation of order and public 
law, but likewise to secure on behalf of her sub- 
jects protection for life and property and personal 
reg rty of action. At the same time further leg 














ition 13 recommended in the development of the 
| principles of the Land act of 1870, which has al- 
ready been productive of great benefit to the oc- 
} cupiers of the soil without diminishing the value

or disturbing the foundations of property. 
lation is also recommended for the 
f peasant proprietorship, and for facilitating the 
sale of Jand by abrogating restrictions arising 
from limited ownership. Still further, a measure 
is promised for the establishment of county gov- 
ernment in Ireland on a representative basis. 
With regard to the attempt of the Boers to throw 
off the yoke of Great Britain, and to re-establish 
the Transvaal Republic, Her Majesty has buta 
passing word to say, but that word is enough to 
show that Boers must submit or be conquered, he- 
fore any attention will be paid to their demand 
for self government. 

As to foreign affairs, the Queen announces the 
success of the negotiations relative to the c laims of 

Montenegro, and the beginning of new negotiations 

concerning the Turco-Grecian frontier. She an- 
nounces also the close of the Afghan war, and a 
purpose to withdraw from Candahar as soon as 
the state of the country permits. Among the do- 
mestic measures promised are bills for the aboli- 
tion of corporal punishment in the army and navy ; 
for reforming the law of bankruptcy; and for the 
renewal of the act for establishing secret voting 
and repressing corrupt practices at elections. 

Mr. Parnell and the other Irish members of Par- 
liament who are on trial before the Court of 
Queen’s Bench at Dublin, appeared in their places 
in the House of Commons and have participated in 
its deliberations. This has taken the interest all 
out of the trials at Dublin and the Court room is 
now almost deserted. As yet'their course of ac- 
tion appears not to have been definitely settled 
upon, but Mr. Parnell! says that coercion measures 
will be stoutly resisted from the moment of their 
introduction, arfa boldly declares that three months 
shall pass and a coercion bill will then be as far 
from becoming a law as it now is. The Irish Lib- 
eral members of Parliament, not Parnellites, are 
also disappointed at the incompleteness of the 
changes proposed in the land laws, and it appears 
as if the Government, amid the yarious kinds and 
degrees of opposition that its measures will en- 
counter, could hardly feel very sanguine of their 
success. 

The prosecution of the indicted Land Leaguers

China 
has made extensive preparations for war. It is 
stated she intends, in the event of hostilities, to 
lay torpedoes at the entrances to all ports and stop 
all ships from coming or going out, whether war 
vessels or traders. It is also said that foreigners 
will be employed in the navy. 








South African War. 

The eommanding officer at New Castle reports 
that 300 Boers have entered Natal and taken up 
strong position on the road to Transvaal, about 
five miles within the border and are pushing 
patrols to Poontz, sixteen miles from New Castle. 

A dispatch from Darban reports that the Boers 
attacked Wakkerstroom, Friday, but were re- 
pulsed. In consequence of Sir George Colley’s 
remonstrances, the Boers have recrossed the bor- 
der of Natal. The Basutos have again crossed 
Drakensberge into Griqua and the East, but were 


repulsed with a loss of 50 men.
